Io this way trevs and neceses 
ry grain are kept aliye. The position isa 
very difficult une to fill to the satisfuction 
of every farmer in the community, but the 
commissioner's word is law, and by a strict 
enforcement of just decisions, much quar- 
feling and unplessantness is avoided. 

For the last twenty miles of our journey 
we skirt slong the eastern edge of the 
Great Salt Lake. Bo heavy ia the water 
seturated with a multitude of chewical 
salts in solution, that it seems almost im- 
possible for a bather tosink, and a diver 
rises to the surface and swims with the 
greatest cag. In the neighborhood of this 
lake, mineral springs are very abundant, 
and almost miraculous are the various cures 
that have resulted from a short use of these 
wonderful restorers of exhausted nature.
